HARRISON  ANDREW  BIGGI 

1907  -  1983 


When  Harrison  Biggi  together  with  his  wife, 
Ann,  and  son,  Chris,  moved  to  Hampton  Falls  in 
1962  they  came  to  enjoy  Harry's  early 
retirement  but  it  was  not  long  before  Harry 
began  what  was  to  be  a  period  of  service  to 
Hampton  Falls  that  brought  deep  respect  and 
high  honor  in  that  which  he  undertook. 


Harry  was  brought  up  in  Massachusetts  but 
he  had  strong  ties  to  New  Hampshire.  One  of 
his  mother's  ancestors,  Edwin  Bean,  was  New 
Hampshire's  Secretary  of  State  for  a  number  of 
years.  Harry  graduated  from  Lowell  Textile 
Institute  in  1927  and  worked  for  several  years  in 
the  textile  industry  in  New  England  and 
Tennessee.  Later  he  worked  for  the  well-known 
textile  firm  of  Iselin  Jefferson  in  New  York  City 
until  the  time  when  he  and  an  associate  formed 
the  Almardon  Mills  in  Rode  Island  where  they 
were  involved  with  the  weaving  of  synthetics. 

He  had  an  avid  interest  in  and  love  of  field 
trials  and  was  many  times  a  judge  at  the 
National  Championships.  He  also  had  a  love  of 
animals  and  spent  many  happy  hours  working 
with  his  horses  and  dogs  in  the  field. 

Harry  first  served  the  town  as  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Adjustment  beginning  in  1965.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  first  Hampton  Falls 
Conservation  Commission  to  be  formed  upon 
vote  of  the  town  at  the  1966  Town  Meeting.  He 
served  on  that  Commission  for  ten  years.  In 
1978  he  resigned  from  the  Board  of  Adjustment 
after  running  for  and  winning  his  first  term  as 
Selectman.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was 
nearing  the  completion  of  his  sixth  year  in  that 
capacity. 

As  Selectman  Harry  was  dedicated,  fair  and 
caring.  He  was  once  quoted  as  saying,  "I  have  a 
very  high  opinion  of  this  town.  Anyone  can  be 
proud  to  live  here..."  We  had  a  very  high  opinion 
of  him  and  we  were  proud  to  have  had  him  live 
here  for  the  time  he  did.

William  Marston  moved  that  the  town  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $500  for  the  support  of  the  Seacoast 
Regional  Counseling  Center,  Inc.  Seconded  by  Jerome 
Healey.    Passed. 

ARTICLE  6  -  Paint  for  Town  Library  Exterior 

Jerome  Healey  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,500  to  paint  the  Town  Library. 
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Seconded  by  William  Marston.  Russell  Merrill  Jr.  noting 
that  the  next  article  had  to  do  with  painting  the  Town  Hall 
questioned  if  it  was  necessary  to  take  on  both  projects  the 
same  year.  It  was  noted  by  Gordon  Janvrin  that  the  last 
paint  job  on  the  Library  was  17  years  ago.

Jerome  Healey  moved  that  the  Town  vote  to  give  the 
Selectmen  authority  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of 
taxes.

ARTICLE  17  -  Other  Business 

George  Merrill  questioned  the  use  of  the  Town  Hall  for 
receptions  by  townspeople.  He  felt  that  the  fee  for  its  use 
was  too  high  and  that  Selectmen  were  trying  to  keep  the 
Town  Hall  from  being  used  for  such  purposes. 

Gordon  Janvrin  felt  that  cars  were  parking  further  and 
further  on  to  the  Town  Common  infringing  on  the  grassy 
area  and  turning  it  into  gravel.  He  asked  that  the 
Selectmen  consider  putting  up  some  sort  of  barriers  to 
prohibit  this  erosion. 

Frank  Ferreira  moved  that  when  the  Town  Meeting  was 
adjourned  that  it  be  done  in  memory  of  Edward  Dean 
Gough.    Seconded  by  Betty  Merrill.    Passed. 

Frank  Ferreira  read  the  following:  Public  service  in  a 
small  town  is  exactly  that,  and  one  of  the  most  thankless 
jobs  is  that  of  Selectman.  When  you're  right  no  one 
remembers  and  when  you're  wrong  no  one  forgets.  At  this 
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time,  as  he  leaves  the  post  of  Selectman,  it  is  appropriate 
that  the  Town  of  Hampton  Falls,  in  Town  Meeting 
assembled,  extends  its  thanks  to  Jerome  J.  Healey.

amend  the  building  Regulations  SECTION  7  -  STRUCTUR- 
AL REQUIREMENTS  by  amending  Sub-Section  "?"  to  read: 

FENCING  of  wood,  metal  or  other  appropriate  and 
effective  construction,  not  less  than  four  (4)  feet  in  height 
from  grade  level  to  top,  shall  be  provided  such  as  to  totally 
enclose  any  in-ground  type  swimming  pool,  whether  or 
not  on  a  residenta!  property,  including  such  pools  of  this 
type  as  may  be  constructed  on  installed  for  demonstration 
or  sales  purposes.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
HAMPTON  FALLS  PLANNING  BOARD 

1983 


The  past  12  months  have  been  unusally  busy  for  the 
Planning  Board.  Perhaps  one  of  the  principle  reasons  for 
this  sudden  activity  is  the  lowering  of  interest  rates  on 
mortages. 

The  Board  has  acted  on  a  total  of  7  subdivisions  which 
resulted  in  35  buildable  lots.  The  Board  has  also  dealt  with 
two  applications  for  minor  lot  line  adjustments. 

In  December  1982,  a  new  set  of  regulations  were 
established  to  govern  development  of  the  commercial  zone 
along  Lafayette  Road.  During  the  past  12  months,  three 
applications  for  Non-Residential  Site  Plan  Review  were 
processed  by  the  Board.  (1)  Retail  Pool  Establishment,  (2) 
Take-out  foods,  and  (3)  40  Unit  Motel.  The  review  process 
acts  as  a  protection  to  abutters  and  to  a  reasonable 
development  of  commercial  property. 

The  Planning  Board  is  now  required  to  establish  a  6  year 
Capital  Improvement  Program  for  the  town.  This 
program,  which  is  mandated  for  towns  who  have  growth 
restrictions,  projects  capital  expenditures  for  each  town 
department  on  a  six-year  basis.  Upon  completion,  this 
program  which  is  updated  annually,  will  be  an  aid  to  the 
Selectmen  in  their  budget  planning  process. 

Other  Actions  taken  by  the  Board  include: 

1.  Four  plans  approved  for  recording  purposes. 

2.  Established  proceedures  and  permits  for  excavations. 

3.  Chairman  and  Vice  Chairman  attended  a  Municipal  Law 
Series. 

4.  One  commercial  sign  approved. 

5.  Reviewed  town's  liability  insurance  as  it  applies  to 
elected  and  appointed  officials. 

6.  Vice  Chairman  Batchelder  appointed  by  Governor 
Sununu  to  the  Coastal  Advisory  Committee. 

7.  New  subdivision  regulation  -  modified  existing 
regulation  which  allowed  10%  annual  development  of  a 
subdivision  to  be  accumulative  over  a  three-year  period. 
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8.  New  Building  Regulations  include:  (1)  issuance  of  a 
driveway  permit  prior  to  granting  a  building  permit  and  (2) 
strengthening  the  existing  regulation  which  applies  to 
fences  around  swimming  pools. 

As  we  enter  into  1984,  we  are  faced  with  a  project  the 
results  of  which  will  have  a  serious  impact  on  the  Town  of 
Hampton  Falls.  Applecrest  Farms,  which  covers 
approximately  500+  acres  has  met  with  the  Planning  Board 
to  determine  a  method  to  develop  their  property  which  will 
have  the  least  impact  on  the  town.  Over  the  next  several 
months,  the  Board  will  be  spending  many  hours  on  this 
project. 

The  Planning  Board  holds  its  regular  meetings  the  first 
Monday  of  each  month  with  special  meetings  as  required. 
These  meetings  are  open  to  the  public  and  all  are  urged  to 
attend. 

A  special  "Thanks"  to  the  Board  members  for  their 
cooperation  throughout  the  year.

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ANNUAL  POLICE  REPORT 

During  1983  the  Police  Department  put  in  over  4000 
hours  of  work.  Almost  three  quarters  was  patrol  and 
investigative  work  and  the  rest  was  spent  in  the  office 
doing  related  paperwork.  Unfortunately  this  office  work  is 
a  necessary  evil  in  that  it  takes  away  from  patrol  time  and 
never  seems  to  end.  Every  court  case  and  accident  seem  to 
take  more  time  as  new  forms  are  being  used  and  we 
experience  an  increase  in  numbers.  These  two  examples 
are  just  a  part  of  the  overall  office  work  necessary,  but  we 
will  continue  to  try  and  cope  while  maintaining  as  much 
visibility  as  possible  around  town. 

I  was  most  optimistic  concerning  the  number  of 
burglaries  we  had  as  1983  was  coming  to  a  close.  Up  to  the 
middle  of  December,  the  number  stood  at  5  and  then  it 
seemed  like  the  roof  fell  in  and  we  encountered  8  more  in 
just  the  last  two  weeks  of  the  year.  We  have  made  some 
progress  in  the  investigations  of  these  most  recent  breaks 
and  with  a  bit  of  luck  there  may  be  an  arrest  by  the  time  you 
read  this. 

In  1984,  as  in  the  previous  year,  we  hope  to  continue  with 
intensive  DWI  enforcement  and  along  with  the  newstiffer 
DWI  laws,  help  to  make  our  streets  safer.  We  are  also 
involved  in  a  new  unified  court  system  for  the  entire  state 
which  is  designed  to  run  smoother.  This  is  true  in  some 
aspects  but  because  of  a  new  and  higher  fine  system,  we 
may  have  to  face  more  trials  and  thus  spend  more  time  in 
court. 

In  closing,  thanks  are  given  to  the  Sheriff's  Dept.,  The 
State  Police,  and  our  Volunteer  Fire  Dept.  for  their 
assistance  during  the  past  year.  The  Police  Department 
really  appreciates  it.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS 

OF  THE 

ROCKINGHAM  PLANNING  COMMISSION 

The  major  services  rendered  to  Hampton  Falls  by  the 
Commission  during  1983  included  meeting  with  Selectmen 
and  N.H.  Public  Works  concerning  signal  lights  on  Rte.  1 
and  88.  They  prepared  and  distributed  an  inventory  of 
publicly-owned  lands  in  H.F.  to  the  Conservation 
Commission. 

Assistance  was  given  in  an  attempt  of  H.F.,  So.  Hampton, 
Epping  and  Exeter  to  jointly  purchase  oil  for  sealing  and 
sand.  The  application  to  the  Office  of  State  Planning  was 
prepared  on  behalf  of  H.F.  to  provide  funding  for  a  circuit- 
rider-planner,  one  of  the  responsibilities  to  include 
preparation  of  Capital  Improvement  Budget.  A  meeting 
was  held  with  Selectmen  and  the  Planning  Board  regarding 
the  Capital  Improvement  Program. 

In  October,  the  Commission  prepared  50  copies  of  town 
ordinances  at  the  request  of  the  Planning  Board.  They 
prepared  materials  for  Hampton  Falls  Capital 
Improvement  Program,  and  reviewed  H.  F.  fiscal  history. 
They  are,  also,  continuing  to  gather  background 
information  and  fiscal  data  for  the  CIP. 

In  addition  to  the  above  specific  services  rendered  to 
Hampton  Falls,  many  regional  programs  have  been  carried 
on,  including,  but  by  no  means  limited  to:  historic 
preservation,  distribution  of  detailed  census  information, 
potential  flood  loss  costs,  organization  of  annual  law 
lecture  series,  and  natural  resource  lecture  series,  regional 
meetings  on  erosion  and  sedimentation  control,  N.E. 
hydropower  exposition,  newsletters,  reports,  ordinances, 
and  preparation  of  an  initial  review  of  the  state  civil- 
defense-sponsored  local  radiological  plan. 

For  the  most  part,  much  of  the  Commission's  work  is 
supported  by  various  federal  grants,  with  smaller 
contributions  by  the  state  and  member  towns.  We  are 
being  asked  to  pay  at  the  same  rate  as  last  year,  at  70  cents 
per  capita  for  1984-85,  totaling  $942.90.  (The  total  is  down 
from  last  year  due  to  the  change  in  projected  census 
figures.) 
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Commission  meetings  are  held  every  month  on  the 
second  Wednesday  of  the  month  at  7:30  P.M.  at  the 
Kingston  Library.  We  invite  all  citizens  to  attend,  and  we 
welcome  your  inquiries  about  our  work.  All  complaints 
may  be  registered  with  Ms.  Jassmond.

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1984  TOWN  REPORT  OF  MOSQUITO  CONTROL 

The  mosquito  control  for  the  towns  of  Exeter,  Hampton 
Falls,  Stratham,  and  Newfields  is  a  cooperative  effort  for 
maximum  efficiency.  A  supervisor  and  three  assistants 
make  up  the  staff.  The  seacoast  area  towns  have  the 
mosquito  problem  caused  by  the  tidal  marshes.  There  are 
thriteen  towns  currently  with  a  control  program  in  New 
Hampshire:  eleven  of  these  are  seacoast  area.  Saltmarsh 
mosquitoes  live  the  immature  part  of  their  life  in  stagnant 
marsh  pools.  The  predominent  species  can  manage  four  or 
more  generations  per  year.  With  each  adult  emergence 
from  the  aquatic  stage,  hoards  of  hungry  insects  fly  inland, 
up  to  twenty  miles  to  search  our  a  blood  meal.  These 
mosquitoes  are  a  great  problem  becuase  there  are  so  many, 
fly  the  furthest  to  bite,  attack  in  broad  day  light  even  in  a 
breeze,  and  can  transmit  the  disease  Eastern  Equine 
Encephalitis  (EEE)  to  humans  and  horses  from  birds. 

The  tide  rises  "extra  high"  once  or  twice  a  month.  It  takes 
this  flood  tide  to  fill  the  pools  where  the  mosquitoes  will 
then  hatch.  For  some  reason  this  only  happened  three 
times  over  the  summer  to  significantly  hatch  the  most 
problem  species. 

The  other  major  source  of  mosquitoes  is  standing  water 
in  freshwater  swamps  and  woodland  pools.  The  eggs  of 
these  mosquitoes  hatch  after  the  spring  thaw  and  summer 
rains.  In  1983  the  spring  was  very  wet.  This  caused  many 
mosquito  producing  areas  to  be  enlarged  but  cool  weather 
slowed  development  and  allowed  a  long  time  to  treat  (April 
through  mid  May).  The  summer  was  very  dry.  The 
mosquito  that  hatches  after  summer  rains  was  no  problem. 
Dry,  hot,  weather  also  shortens  the  life  of  the  adult 
mosquito  and  there  were  few  left  by  the  summer's  end 
except  for  recent  ones  from  the  saltmarsh. 

Mosquito  annoyance  in  late  July  and  August  can  be 
caused  by  rain  filled  tires,  pails,  treeholes,  birdbaths,  etc.  in 
your  own  backyard.  These  mosquitoes  don't  fly  far  and 
have  great  influence  in  your  immediate  vicinity.  Up  to 
seven  thousand  can  be  produced  at  the  same  time  out  of  a 
square  foot  of  surface  water.  This  problem  can  be  lessened 
if  such  water  is  changed  or  ridded  every  week,  or  when  the 
wiggly  mosquito  larvae  appear.    Pails  can  be  kept  upside 
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down;  discarded  tires  can  be  filled  with  dirt  or  removed. 
Mosquitoes  produced  from  such  small,  easy  to  prevent 
places  are  able  to  cause  much  annoyance. 

If  you  are  unable  to  remove  old  tires  from  around  your 
home,  give  us  a  call  at  the  Exeter  Town  Offices  and  we  may 
be  able  to  assist  you. 

Mosquito  adulticiding,  or  "fogging"  the  streets,  is  a  back 
up  control  method  used  in  Exeter,  Stratham,  and 
Newfields.  It  is  for  those  times  when  larviciding  (spraying 
the  immatures)  is  not  enough.  We  adulticide  when 
monitoring  indicates  there  are  too  many  mosquitoes.  We 
also  spray  when  there  is  a  high  population  of  the 
mosquitoes  that  spread  EEE.  (there  are  others  besides  the 
saltmarsh  mosquitoes).  The  threat  of  EEE  outbreaks  was 
low  in  N.H.  due  to  a  low  level  of  the  species  that  cuase  it, 
unlike  Southeast  Mass.  The  EEE  threat  was  higher  last 
year  in  N.H.  and  nine  horses  died  in  Southeast  N.H. 
Adulticiding  is  less  effective  in  rural  areas  opposed  to  urban 
since  there  are  fewer  streets.  All  chemicals  that  are 
administered  have  been  extensively  researched,  proven 
safe  and  effective,  and  are  approved  and  given  registration 
by  the  State  Pesticide  Control  Board.  In  1984,  a  biological 
insecticide  (a  bacterium)  will  be  tested  for  its  effectiveness 
on  saltmarsh  mosquitoes.  This  will  be  done  in  cooperation 
with  the  Entomology  Department  of  UNH. 
It  would  be  unfeasible  to  eradicate  mosquitoes  and  the 
object  of  the  program  is  to  lower  the  over  all  number  for  as 
many  people  as  possible.  To  do  this,  we  use  scientific 
methods  to  maximize  the  program's  effectiveness, 
economy,  and  safeness  to  the  enviroment. 

The  commissions  would  like  to  thank  the  people  in  high 
mosquito  problem  areas  who  understand  our  efforts  to 
improve  the  program  from  year  to  year.  If  the  number  of 
mosquitoes  becomes  unbearble  around  your  home,  please 
notify  us  at  the  Exeter  Town  Offices  to  help  better  target 
the  problem.  We  thank  everyone  who  showed  interest  and 
support  for  the  project  in  1983.

1984  Fact  Sheet 


Rockingham  Child  and  Family  Services  is  a  private,  non- 
profit agency  with  programs  to  promote  and  preserve 
wholesome  family  life.  We  are  a  social  service  agency 
offering  counseling  services  to  families,  individuals,  and 
groups  concerning  family  problems. 

Since  the  Agency's  birth  in  January  1976,  it  has  served 
over  5,060  area  residents  and  provided  over  16,203  hours 
of  professional,  confidential  counseling  services.  We  have  a 
professional  staff,  with  graduate  degrees  in  the  relevant 
fields  and  many  years  of  working  experience. 

We  have  Dr.  Rowen  Hochstedler,  a  practicing 
psychiatrist  from  Newburyport,  Massachusetts,  as  a 
consultant  to  our  staff.  We  maintain  professional 
communication  with  the  Exeter  Clinic,  Family  Planning, 
Doctors  in  Private  Practice,  Juvenile  Departments, 
Probation  Departments,  School  Guidance  Departments, 
and  many  other  professionals  to  further  broaden  our 
capacity.  Because  we  are  a  private  agency,  we  are  able  to 
maintain  a  confidentiality  of  records. 

We  have  a  contract  with  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
Division  of  Welfare  under  Title  XX.  This  program,  entitled 
Individual  and  Family  Support,  addresses  the  problem  of 
child  abuse,  neglect,  and  sexual  exploitation.  Each  year 
hundreds  of  suspected  cases  of  abuse,  neglect,  and 
expolitation  are  reported  to  the  New  Hampshire  Division 
of  Welfare.  Once  these  reports  are  determined 
substantiated  cases,  the  families  must  then  be  helped  to 
modify  their  behavior  and  begin  to  function  in 
constructive,  wholesome  ways.  The  ultimate  goal  is  to 
enable  children  to  remain  in  or  return  to  their  homes 
without  experiencing  the  turmoil  to  which  they  have  been 
or  could  be  exposed. 

Our  contract  with  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of 
Welfare  stipulates  in  part  that  we  guarantee  public 
financial  support.  We  have  been  receiving  this  support 
from  the  County  each  year.   We  have  requested  from  the 
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county  funds  totaling  $15,000.  This  sum  is  to  be  applied  to 
the  deficit  in  the  Title  XX  Contract. 

The  following  information  should  be  clearly  understood 
as  these  facts  are  specific  to  this  year's  request  for  funds. 

1.  We  are  asking  minimum  support  from  25  towns,  based 
on  the  actual  number  of  service  hours  given  to  the 
residents  of  each  individual  town,  including  both  Private 
and  Title  XX  clients. 

2.  Our  request  is  based  on  a  twelve  month  period,  July  1, 
1982  through  June  30, 1983,  our  fiscal  year.  Our  sliding  fee 
scale  ranged  from  $5.00  to  $40.00  per  hour,  per  unit  of 
counseling  service.  NOTE:  We  are  not  approximating 
services  which  the  residents  of  your  town  may  use  in  the 
future,  but  rather  we  are  asking  your  contribution  of  a 
designated  amount  resulting  from  services  already 
rendered.  These  funds  will  then  be  used  to  enable  us  to 
continue  to  provide  our  services. 

3.  In  determining  the  figure  requested,  for  the  private 
clients  from  each  town,  we  first  computed  the  total  value  of 
services  rendered  to  them.  It  has  been  established  that  our 
counseling  services  must  be  assessed  at  $40.00  per  hour. 
We  computed  the  total  value  figure  of  our  services,  plus  the 
total  amount  we  were  able  to  bill  said  residents  according  to 
their  ability  to  pay;  this  resulted  in  a  deficit  figure.  In  an 
effort  to  make  our  request  just  as  equitable  as  possible,  we 
are  asking  for  the  lesser  amount-either  the  amount  billed 
or  the  deficit. 

4.  In  determining  the  figure  requested  for  the  Title  XX 
clients  from  each  town,  we  computed  the  monies  allocated 
by  the  State  and  by  the  County.  When  these  combined 
totals  were  less  than  our  cost  per  hourly  session,  we 
requested  the  deficit  amount  from  each  town. 

5.  We  are  asking  you  to  help  with  the  cost  of  services 
provided  to  the  residents  of  your  town  who  were  unable  to 
pay  full  fees  for  counseling.  We  are  not  asking  for  the  town 
to  absorb  the  total  expense  of  these  services. 

6.  Finally,  it  should  be  recognized  that  many  adults  and 
children  would  have  experienced  even  greater  emotional 
trauma,  had  they  not  had  the  benefit  of  our  services. 
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Without  these  services  the  cost  undoubtedly  would  be 
more  through  Welfare  and  other  areas  of  town 
responsibility.  The  dollars  given  to  our  agency  provide  that 
needed  place  for  a  local  family  to  turn  to  in  their  moment  of 
crisis.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HAMPTON  FALLS 
HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 

For  several  years,  residents  of  this  community  have 
expressed  an  interest  in  forming  an  historical  society,  in 
order  that  important  historical  artifacts  and  data  be 
preserved.  This  year  public  notices  were  posted  regarding 
the  organization  of  such  a  group. 

On  November  21st,  the  first  meeting  of  the  Hampton 
Falls  Historical  Society  was  held  at  the  home  of  Tracy 
Healey.  Town  residents  attending  the  meeting  were  Grace 
Perkins,  Ruth  Nichapor,  William  Ackroyd,  Edward  and 
Roberta  Pevear,  Jean  Wagner,  Pearl  Marston,  Suzanne 
Breiseth,  Kathleen  Wheeler,  Pam  Darlington,  Tracy 
Healey,  Paul  Batchelder,  Hubert  Brown,  Elaine  Curtis, 
Louise  Hetherington,  Herbert  Tonry  and  Oliver  Akerman. 

A  Goals  Committee  was  elected  to  determine  a  proposed 
course  of  development  for  the  society. 

At  the  second  meeting,  held  on  December  12th,  at  the 
Town  Hall,  the  following  purpose  was  agreed  upon;  "The 
Hampton  Falls  Historical  Society  be  established  for  the 
purpose  of  being  the  focal  point  for  the  preservation  of  the 
historical  heritage  of  Hampton  Falls".  The  following 
committees  were  formed  to  achieve  the  first  steps 
necessary  to  begin  operation;  Nominating  Committee, 
Legal  Committee,  Promotion  Committee  and  Financial 
Committee. 

Permission  has  been  granted  by  the  selectmen  to  use  the 
Town  Hall  as  a  temporary  meeting  place  until  such  time 
that  the  society  secures  its.  own  meeting  place.  A  glass 
cabinet  at  the  hall  already  contains  historical  documents  for 
display. 

A  motion  was  made  and  carried  to  set  an  Incorporator's 
Fee  of  twenty  five  dollars  on  a  family  basis.  It  was  made 
clear  that  the  Incorporator's  Fee  is  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  funds  to  establish  the  society  and  that 
Incorporators  will  be  obliged  to  pay  dues  for  membership. 
It  was  suggested  that  ninety  days  be  set  for  the  time  in 
which  incorporators  may  be  accepted. 
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The  fact  that  the  Hampton  Falls  Society  has  been 
founded  is  a  great  step,  however,  much  work,  money  and 
continued  enthusiasm  is  needed  to  make  this  a  successful 
endeavor.  We  encourage  residents  and  interested  people  to 
pursue  membership  and  become  a  part  of  what  promises  to 
be  a  significant  contribution  to  the  history  of  Hampton 
Falls.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HAMPTON  FALLS 
CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  Hampton  Falls  Conservation  Commission  held 
regular  meetings  this  year  to  establish  and  update  goals  and 
objectives  in  order  that  the  membership  could  effectively 
carry  out  its  responsibilities  to  the  town.  Aside  from  such 
business  meetings,  a  series  of  work  meetings  were  held  at 
the  Town  Forest. 

In  the  Spring,  the  Conservation  Commission  sponsored 
a  road-side  clean-up  and  through  the  combined  efforts  of 
the  town  residents  and  students,  the  project  met  with  some 
success.  Special  thanks  must  go  to  John  Dodge  for 
supplying  the  trash  bags  for  this  project.  The  discarding  of 
cans,  bottles  and  similar  debris  is  a  serious  concern  of  the 
commission.  We  encourage  residents  to  remove  material 
that  has  been  discarded  near  their  properties,  in  an  effort  to 
minimize  this  work-load  at  the  annual  pick-up  and  to 
maintain  the  beauty  of  our  town. 

Other  business  has  included  an  investigation  into  the 
possible  contamination  of  water  and  land  on  selective 
orchard  properties  in  the  town.  Sites  used  for  the  storing 
of  pesticides  and  the  disposal  of  solid  waste  products  is  of 
enviornmental  and  health  concern  to  this  commission. 
Working  in  conjunction  with  the  Hampton  Falls  Board  of 
Health,  the  problems  have  been  studied  and  progress  has 
been  made  to  eliminate  the  sources  of  possible 
contamination. 

The  problem  of  Acid  Rain  was  addressed  and  the  strong 
contention  that  greater  means  be  taken  to  curtail  the  Acid 
Rain  problem  was  made  known  to  the  New  Hampshire 
Legislature  and  to  the  New  Hampshire  Association  of 
Conservation  Commissions.  A  citizenship  project  was 
undertaken  and  posters  were  made  by  the  students  of  the 
Lincoln  Akerman  School  to  make  the  residents  more  aware 
of  the  health  hazards  of  Acid  Rain. 

At  the  Town  Forest,  work  is  currently  underway  to 
improve  a  walking  trail  to  the  John  Chesterman  Grove. 
Clearing  of  saplings  and  brush  was  also  initiated  this  year. 
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The  commission  walked  and  cleared  potential  pathways  tor 
entrance  and  exit  trails  to  the  Chesterman  Grove.  Work  is 
underway  to  improve  a  young  stand  of  trees  adjacent  to  the 
grove,  as  well  as  to  design  and  build  a  foot  bridge  in  the 
swamp  area.  Commission  member  Paul  Hooper  made  and 
erected  a  wooden  sign  at  the  entrance  to  the  Town  Forest 
with  a  pine  tree  symbol,  which  will  be  used  in  making 
future  trail  signs.  A  project  for  the  winter  months  is  to 
burn  brush  and  scrub  growth  is  selected  area  of  the  Town 
Forest. 

The  Commission  voted  to  plant  a  sugar  maple  tree  on  the 
school  grounds  in  memory  of  former  member,  Donald 
Jackson.  A  tree  was  transplanted  from  the  property  of 
member  Tracy  Healey  to  the  school  site  by  commission 
members.  Special  thanks  go  to  Richard  Merrill  and  Russell 
Burton  for  their  assistance  in  this  project. 
Commemorative  plaques  to  John  Chesterman  and  Donald 
Jackson  will  be  placed  at  the  Chesterman  Grove  and  the 
school  grounds  respectively. 

Other  projects  include  the  development  of  a 
Management  Plan  for  the  Town  Forest.  Areas  under 
consideration  are  the  regulation  of  tree  and  vegetation 
growth,  establishing  a  bird  and  animal  sanctuary  and 
constructing  a  dam  in  a  portion  of  the  forest  to  regain  the 
water  level. 

Of  great  importance  to  the  commission  is  the  acquisition 
and  preservation  of  open  space  in  the  town.  Any  persons 
interested  in  donating  or  selling  such  land  are  encouraged 
to  contact  the  Conservation  Commission. 

Maps  of  the  Town  Forest  will  be  available  at  theTown 
Hall  and  it  is  the  hope  of  the  commission  that  residents  of 
Hampton  Falls  will  take  part  in  the  efforts  to  develop  this 
land  and  enjoy  the  natural,  wooded  area.

ANNUAL  MEETING 

March  3,  1983 


The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  School  Moderator 
Richard  Bohm  at  7:30  P.M.  The  salute  to  the  flag  was  given 
by  those  assembled.  The  warrant  was  read  by  the 
Moderator  and  he,  then,  made  the  following  rulings: 

1.  Once  an  article  taken  up  in  the  budget  or  in  the 
warrant  is  finished,  no  further  action  may  be  taken  on  it 
with  the  exception  of  one  reconsideration  in  case  of  error 
or  misunderstanding. 

2.  There  will  be  a  limit  of  2  amendments  to  any  article  or 
any  motion  or  part  of  a  specific  article. 

3.  Any  lengthy  motion  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Moderator  in  writing. 

4.  The  chair  will  recognize  first  a  sponsor  of  any  article  or 
item  in  the  warrant. 

He  also  ruled  that  anyone  wishing  to  speak  to  the  School 
Board  should  do  so  through  the  Moderator. 

Warren  Kinsman  moved  that  the  District  vote  to  allow 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  his  staff,  and  the  Principal 
of  the  Lincoln  Akerman  School  to  speak  or  answer 
questions  during  this  meeting.  Seconded  by  Charlyn 
Brown.    Carried. 

Article  1: 

Warren  Kinsman  moved  that  the  District  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of 
School  Officials  and  Agents,  and  for  the  payment  of 
statutory  obligations  of  the  District  the  amount  of 
$652,613.00.    Seconded  by  Charlyn  Brown. 

Before  the  vote  was  taken  on  the  motion  Mr.  Kinsman 
spoke  on  the  negotiations  which  has  been  undertaken  by 
the  School  Boards  of  the  District  and  the  teachers.  He  said 
negotiations  had  begun  between  the  two  groups  last  year 
with  both  parties  negotiating  in  good  faith.  However,  no 
agreement  was  reached  and  the  issue  went  to  arbitration 
with  an  outside  arbitrator.  When  no  agreement  was 
reached  in  arbitration  a  factfinder  was  called  in  who  came 
in  with  his  report  and  recommendations.    The  factfinder 
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recommended  a  8.4%  salary  increase.  The  factfinder 
recommendation  was  not  accepted  by  either  side.  The 
figure  given  in  the  motion  $652,613.00  includes  a  7.2% 
increase.  If  the  final  salary  increase  agreed  upon  by  the  two 
groups  is  higher  the  increase  will  have  to  come  out  of  the 
$652,613.00  appropriated. 

Questions  arose  from  those  present  with  regard  to  the 
factfinders  report.  Pamela  Thomas  questioned  what  was 
the  meaning  of  the  vote  being  taken  that  night.  Mr. 
Kinsman  replied  that  it  would  show  the  town's  feeling 
toward  the  negotiations  and  would  give  him  -  the  Hampton 
Falls  representative  to  the  negotiations  -  the  guidance  in 
future  negotiations.  Robert  Dutton  wanted  to  know  if  any 
other  town  had  yet  voted  and  if  so  how  the  vote  came  out. 
Kinsman  replied  South  Hampton  had  voted  and  had  voted 
for  the  7.2%  increase. 

The  School  Board  then  went  over  the  budget  item  by 
item  with  little  discussion. 

William  Kenney  moved  that  the  original  motion  be 
amendmended  to  raise  the  amount  to  be  appropriated  to 
$655,189.00.  The  motion  for  the  amendment  was 
seconded  by  Sherman  Wheeler.  It  was  again  noted  by  the 
Board  that  the  figure  voted  would  be  firm  and  if  the 
contract  was  signed  with  the  teachers  for  over  the  7.2% 
increase  the  monies  would  come  from  within  the  voted 
figure.  Colin  Supple  wanted  to  go  on  record  that  he  felt 
there  was  an  inference  that  there  will  be  injustices  to  some 
if  one  voted  his  conscience.  Warren  Kinsman  said  that  the 
Board  would  not  make  up  the  difference  by  taking  from  a 
non-contract  person.  When  a  question  of  the  Sweepstakes 
monies  coming  back  to  the  town  for  aid  to  education  it  was 
reported  by  the  Board  that  these  monies  would  not  be 
coming  forth  this  year  but  would  be  held  in  Concord  to  help 
balance  the  state  budget.  Also  no  monies  would  be  coming 
down  from  the  state  for  aid  to  handicaped  students.  Joyce 
Supple  made  a  second  amendment  asking  for  the  District  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $657,189.00.  The 
amendment  was  seconded  by  Barbara  Lobdell.  A  call  for  a 
vote  was  made  and  the  vote  on  the  Supple  amendment 
passed  by  a  vote  of  16  YES  and  15  NO. 

Article  II: 
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Warren  Kinsman  moved  that  the  District  vote  to  accept 
the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees,  or  Officers 
chosen  as  printed  in  the  School  District  report.  Charlyn 
Brown  made  the  second  and  the  motion  carried. 

Article  III: 

Barbara  Carlson  said  that  she  felt  the  Board  should 
consider  hottopping  the  parking  area  and  not  seed  it. 
Newell  Eaton  said  that  he  hoped  that  Mr.  Kinsman  and  the 
Board  would  take  into  consideration  at  the  time  of 
negotiations  the  49%  of  voters  who  voted  against  the 
Supple  amendment. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Frank  Ferreira  to  adjourn  the 
meeting.  Seconded  by  Sherman  Wheeler.  The  meeting  was 
declared  adjourned  at  8:56  P.M.  by  Moderator  Bohm.

I  submit  herewith  my  annual  report  for  the  Hampton 
Falls  School  District: 

The  Lincoln  Akerman  School  continues  to  be  a  warm  and 
stimulating  educational  environment  for  the  students  of 
Hampton  Falls.  It  is  difficult  to  quantify  the  total 
contribution  exemplified  by  the  considerate  and  giving 
nature  of  the  faculty  and  staff  at  the  School. 

The  instructional  program  at  the  School  is  extremely 
sound  and  the  commitment  of  the  faculty  to  provide  a 
quality  elementary  school  experience  for  every  student  is 
present. 

During  the  past  year,  considerable  time  and  energy  has 
been  spent  formally  introducing  the  best  available 
materials  pertaining  to  New  Hampshire  History  and 
Government  into  the  School  and  a  commitment  to 
enhancing  each  and  every  student's  understanding  of  New 
Hampshire  History  and  Government  will  continue  in  the 
future.  Every  effort  possible  is  being  made  to  implement 
computer  technology  at  the  awareness  level  at  the  School. 
Our  commitment  to  the  utilization  of  the  latest  technology 
is  observable  in  our  enrichment  program  and  in  computer 
assisted  instruction  at  the  School.  A  new  Science  program 
and  series  of  textbooks  have  been  introduced  in  all  grades. 
The  Charles  R.  Merrill  Program  of  Science  Instruction  is 
being  used  in  grades  6-8  in  conjunction  with  the  same 
grades  in  other  schools  in  S.A.U.  21  in  order  to  provide 
students  in  the  S.A.U.  21  schools  with  a  common  Science 
experience,  thus  enhancing  student  academic  continuity  at 
Winnacunnet  High  School.  Selection  of  the  Merrill 
Program  was  made  by  staff  in  grades  6-12  after 
consideration  of  appropriate  goals  and  objectives  in  a 
contemporary  Science  program. 

The  Lincoln  Akerman  School  continues  to  provide  varied 
and  stimulating  activities  in  both  curricular  and  extra- 
curricular areas  for  a  broad  range  of  students.   Graduates 
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of  the  Lincoln  Akerman  School  have  been  touched  by  many 
opportunities  for  expanded  intellectual  inquiry  in  many 
subject  areas  and  in  many  areas  that  are  easily  relatable  to 
subject  areas.  The  physical  education  program  and  the 
athletic  program  are  exemplary  and  they  are  in  proper 
perspective  within  the  total  scope  of  the  educational 
program  in  the  School. 

The  citizens  of  Hampton  Falls  can  truly  be  proud  of  the 
Lincoln  Akerman  School.  Many  thanks  for  the  continued 
economic  and  personal  support  of  the  School.
